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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or make obvious the claimed system for mounting an aircraft engine. 
Specifically, the prior art fails to show a mounting system with two mounts, each mount having a 
fail-safe clevis structure comprising a pair of clevis ears, and a respective engine lug disposed 
between each pair of clevis ears, and where the second mount has a smaller gap between an 
engine lug and the clevis ears than the corresponding gap in the first mount. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
